Ho vast a change has the institution of the Penny 
Post helped to bring about in the epistolary relations 
of this country! Fancy spending a month now, or even 
a week, over the composition of a letter—writin » Te- 
writing, and revising, showing to one and another #énd 
for critical opinions, and finally dispatching the packet 
to its destination, with the hope of its being preserved, 
and published when the writer shall haye laid down his 
en for eyer! Such writing would not be tolerated, 
Feet eae great its advantages in the past. Tho great art 
of letter-writing HOW Ada Seems to be to say what one 
has to say as shortly and clearly ag possible, and at once 
commit the missive to the ever-yawning letter-box of the 
nearest post-office. It is about these aggregated letter- 
boxes, as represented by St, Martin’s-le-Grand, that we 
would now haye a word or two ; pregnant as the subject 
is, in very many respects, with yer curious interest. 
few weeks ago the fourteenth report of the Post- 
master-General was issued, and though at first glance its 
weighty figures look rather forbidding, a few minutes? 
careful inspection suffices to reveal a good deal of latent 
romance. Let us give the subject, therefore, more than 
a casual glance. 3 

We learn thon, amongst other things, that the recep- 
tacles for letters have been increased considerably in 
number during the past year, and increased, too, in a 
greater proportion than the circumstances might strictly 
haye necessitated, since there is now a receptacle for every 
312 inhabited bouses, while In 1866 there was but one to 
every 317, and in 1866 only one to every 326. We learn 
also, as might be expected, that with the increase of faci- 
lities has come a corresponding increase in the use of them, 
for it arpeets that the total number of letters delivered 
within the year in the United Kingdom was no less than 
774,831,000—an increase of nearly 25,000,000 as compared 
with the preceding year, and of upwards of 54,000,000 as 
compared with 1860. ‘This gives a proportion of twenty- 
six letters for the year, or exactly one per fortnight to 
each person of the population, ‘and of 144 letters, or 
upwards of five per fortnight, to each inhabited house. 

Of the 774,000,000 and odd letters, little more than 
2,000,000 (the exact number is 2,619,570) were considered 
by their senders to require the extra security aiforded by 
registration, though it appears that thig part of the system 
has been recently much improved, while nearly 4,000,000 
of them (3,618,888) were 80 misdirected that they had to 
be either returned to the writers, sont out corrected in 
their addresses, or, for want of any sufficient information, 
to be retained or destroyed by the Post- office officials, 
is encouraging, however, to obserye th 
or misdirected letters—although, of co, 
with the rest—do not increase in anyth 
proportion ; since, while the whole number of letters was 
3°31 per cent, greater 1n 1867 than jn 1866, the number 
of returned letters was only +46 per cent. greater, which 
seems to show that we are becoming considerably more 
careful in these matters, as indeed jt is fit for our own 
sakes that we should, Some People, however, there are, 
and it is to be presumed always wi)] be, who not only do 
not address their letters correctly, pyt who actually do not 
address them at all, and of these there were no less than 
9,169 instances last year in England and Wales alone. 
Of the 3,618,888 letters above Mentioned, 2,943,119 were 
returned to the writers, 138,759 Te-issued to corrected 
addresses, 140,784 returned unopened to foreign countries, 
and 396,226 destroyed or kept at tho Post- office. 

The report states, with ere a to valentines, that in 
1866 the number was estimate at 997,900 ; whilstin 1867 
the number rose to 1,119,142, Ag jn previous years, it 
was found that the valentines gent from London to the 
country were twice a8 Numerous ag those sent from the 
country to London; and also that the number of valen- 
tines posted in the western district was, in both years, 
greatly in excess of tho numbey posted in any other dis- 
trict of London. The estimated hostage derived from the 
valentines passing through London was £9,354 in 1866 
and £11,242 in 1867.

Crocnertes or Fisn.—Rub a 1b. of fresh butter in a dessert- 
spoonful of flour; melt it over the fire with atablespoonful of 
cream ; when it comes nearly to a boil pour it over any kind of 
cold fish which you have, cut into small pieces no larger than 
peas ; highly season them with pepper and nutmeg; stir all about 
well, and when cold make it into cakes. Dust them over with 
bread crumbs, dip them into beaten egg, add more bread crumbs 
and fry themin plenty of hotfriture until they are of a fine brown. 
Arrange them in a pyramid upon a napkin folded in the dish, 
and garnish with fried parsley. A little grated Parmesan 
cheese is a considerable improvement to the flavour. Orayfish, 
prawns, and shrimps, first shelled, are excellent as crognettes. 
Halved lemons should accompany them to the table. 

Game, especially partridges, being plentiful just now, the 
following directions for the preparation of favourite dishes will 
doubtless prove acceptable to many readers. Other instructions 
will be found in our numbers for September, last year. 

Broitep Partrripar.—Take two partridges; two ounces of 
butter; pepper and salt; some brown gravy ; prepare your 
partridges as for roasting ; cut them in two and wipe them very 
clean ; season them high, and put them over a clear fire for 
fifteen or twenty minutes, Place the pieces of partridge on a 
dish with a piece of butter on them, and serve up very hot with 
a little brown gravy. 

Curniep Puxasant on Partrmor.—Cut up the birds into 
exactly such joints as you would serve at table. Half fry them 
in butter toa nice brown, together with three or four sliced 
onions. Work a lump of butter with a tablespoonful of flour, 
and the same quantity of curry powder; put it in your stewpan 
with a pint of good stock, and stir well tilt all is smooth. Pare 
and core two or three apples; chop thom fine; add to them an 
equal quantity of chopped heart of cabbage, one pickled capsicum 
minced fine, the juice of a lemon, and a little salt. Put these 
into your sauce, together with the fried game and a coffee-cupful 
ofcream. Simmer till all is tender, with frequent stirrings. 
When the meat is done take it ont with a spoon and arrange it 
on your dish. Let the sauce boil up, to reduce it if necessary, 
and pour it boiling hot over the joints of gamo. 

Curcken on Raspir Curry.~-Cut up the chicken or rabbit, 
raw, into small joints, fit for serving with a spoon. Brown 
them ina frying-pan with sliced onions and butter. When 
half cooked put them in a stewpan, cover them with stook or 
good brown gravy, and let them simmer until tender. Rub 
smooth a dessertspoonful of curry-powder, a teaspoonful of 
flour, an ounce of butter, two tablespoonfuls of cream, and add 
it to the stew. Salt to your taste. Arrange the meat in the 


| middle of your dish and pour the gravy over it. 


You may make a curry of anything, fish or flesh; but the 
better the material eaintiyad of course the better the curry, 
For instance, pheasant curry and lobster curry are excellent. 
Coldmeat or fish for curry need not be fried, but the onions must. 
Boiled rice is mostly served with curry. A common practice 
is to pile the rice round the dish and put the curry in the 
middle. The better way is to serve them on separate dishes. 
Each guest then takes what he chooses of each.——Delamere,

for half an hour; and add to every three pounds a: teaspoonful 
anda half of extract of ginger, or asmall quantity of raced ginger, 
if preferred. Cover the stewpan during the first boiling. 
Another recipe :—Boil the marrows till nearly tender, then 
peel and cut them into small pieces or slices; drain and let 


| them stand till cold. Have ready a syrup, taking for every 


pound of fruit a pint of water, a are of sugar, and an ounce of 
good white ginger previously soaked and scraped; boiland skim 


| thesyrup till very clear. (It is better to add only one-third of the 


sugar at first, and the remainder by degrees at each eae 
While the syrup is boiling add the rind of one lemon, parec 
very thin and cut in shreds, When the syrup is clear remove 
it from the fire, and when cold pour it over the marrow. Let 
the whole stand a day or two, then draw off the syrup, bring it 
to boiling point, and add another third of the sugar, skimmed, 
and when co/d pour over the fruit again. There should be suf- 
ficient syrup to cover the fruit. Repeat the operation, adding 
the last third of the sugar; and finally draw off the syrup, 
boil it up once more, and add lemon-juice to your taste ; and if 
not sufficiently strong of ginger add a little essence of ginger 
before pouring the syrup on the fruit for the last time. Put 
the preserve into jars, let it remain till the next day, then 
cover down securely, and keep in a cool dry place. 

Henss ror Winter Use.—At this season of the yoar dry 
marjoram, thyme, lemon thyme, and orange thyme, and burnet, 
&e. - Let them be well dried, Take the leaves from the stalks, 
press them closely together, and put them separate in stout 
paper bags,with the namo written on the outside. Herbs pre- 
served in a compact form retain their flavour for several years; 
if merely kept in loose bundles they quickly lose their fragrance. 
They should be gathered on a fine day, and on no account put 
into paper till they are perfectly dry. 

Preserved Meron.—Cut a fine melon into quarters and take 
off the outside about as thick as you would parea turnip, Tay 
it in salt and water for nino days. Put also a handful of fine 
raced ginger into another pot of salt and water, and let it stand 
the same time. Then scrape off the outer part of the ginger, and 
put both the melon and the ginger in fresh water, changing it 
twice a day for two or three days, Make a syrup, allowing one 
pound of lump sugar to a quart of water; boil and skim it well, 
and then put in the melon and ginger. Let it boil altogether 
for ten minutes, then take it off the fire and let it stand in the 
syrup for three days. Then take out the melon and ginger 
and thicken the syrup hy adding more sugar, Boil and skim 
it ten minutes, and then put in the melon and the ginger and 
boil it till it looks clear, which will be in about half an hour. 
Put it into pots for use, well covered with syrup and securely 
tied down.— Aunt Margaret.

A Lerrer recently received from Italy states that Mrs. 
Tysted, of the Baths of Lucca, locally known as ‘ Queen 
of the Bagni,” has just died suddenly there, at the ad- 
vanced age of nearly ninety-nine, Mrs. Tysted’s tastes 
were eminently literary and antiquarian, She possessed 
a very valuable collection of Etruscan antiquities and of 
ancient Roman coins, and a large number of letters of 
celebrated literary men, including Scott, Byron and 
Shelley, with whom sho had corresponded. ‘Lever has 
produced her prominently in one of his best novels. 
Vhen Sir Walter Scott, during his last illness, visited 
Florence, Mrs. Tysted, and her late husband, Col. Tysted, 
then living there, entertained, or rather nursed, him 
during his stay. Sho often spoke with sadness of his low 
and desponding state. Nothing, sho said, appeared to 
interest him in Horenco but a collection of ancient armour, 
When the literary men of that city expressed a wish to 
pay their respects to the ‘* Ariosto of the North,” as they 
called him, Soot asked Mrs. Tysted to excuse him to 
them, adding, mournfully, ‘ Sir Walter is a poor, poor lion 
now.” He longed to be at home again, and to breathe 
his last within hearing of the pppEnE music of the Tweed. 
Mrs, Tysted published a small volume of sketches, the 
sale of which yielded 100/, towards the fund for building 
an English church at the Baths. 


Ty another column we refer to the elaborate prepara- 
tions at Cardiff for tho celebration of the coming of age of 
the Marquis of Bute. This young nobleman already has 
an interesting history. His father, the second Marquis 
—grandson of the well-known Tory Minister whom the 
subjects of George III. so cordially detested—was a far- 
seeing man. Being proprietor of all the land on which 
the presont town of Cardiff is built, and all the adjacent 

roperty, with its inexhaustible stores of mineral wealth, 
e saw that these stores would never bo of service to him 
unless he rendered them more accessible. So ho con- 
structed docks and laid down railways, and the result is 
that whereas in 1814 Cardiff was a poor town of 2,500 
inhabitants, it now contains 60,000 persons, and is the 
fourth port in the United Kingdom. ‘Tho late Marquis 
married first Lady Maria North, who diced twenty-three 
rears after without isstie, and it was supposed that his 

rother, Lord James Stuart, would inherit his yast wealth. 
But the Marquis marricd again ; his second wife, the 
daughter of tho first Marquis of Hastings, gaye him ason 
two and a-half years later. This son, the present Marquis, 
had rather tragical surroundings, Hig uncle, the heir- 
expectant, died of disappointment ; and his father died 
suddenly of apoplexy in the midst of the rejoicings which 
celebrated the birth of the heir. Some years later the 
child Marquis became tho subject of severe litigation in 
Chancery ; his mother having died in 1859. 
he has been at Oxford, whero he has given rise to much 
gossip through his ssthetic coquottings with ecclesiastics 
and ecclesiologists of a very advanced school.

ne pirarmarerones , Which has extended its dominion over 
the most enlightened and ignorant of mankind, may 
be described as the involuntary testimony borne by the 
conscience to another state of existence; it is a relic of 
the primeval creation, when mortals were able to hold 
direct communion with beings of another sphere, when 
they were surrounded by different kinds of spiritual 
manifestations, and were even subject to the personal 
temptations of the arch-fiend himself. This species of 
credulity with respect to the supernatural world has been 
in all ages especially developed with respect to objects of 
vegetabie life. Nor is this surprising when it is remem- 
bered that man’s earliest contact with tho earth took place 
in relation to plants and trees ‘‘ good for food and 
pissy to the sight,” and that tho variety, curiosity, 
eauty, medical properties, and often singular configura- 
tions, of many objects of this kingdom are in themselves 
eminently calculated to excite astonishment and arouse 
speculation, 

A writer in a recent number of the Gardener's Magazine, 
comments on many of these suporstitions, as regards 
plants, and from the article we epitomise the following 
interesting particulars, One of the earliest known plants 
with which superstitious notions were connected, and 
which was supposed to possess powerful magical attributes, 
was the Mandrake, the root of which presents such a 
ghastly and weird resemblance to the mummy of a dead 
child. Passing by tho allusion to it in the Book of Genesis 
as too cbscure to identify the plant there referred to, we

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find it throughout the dark ages one of the most prominent 
objects in the arcana of necromancy. It was believed to be 
found only in unconsecrated and dismal spots, growing 
on the graves of murderers and suicides, when torn from 
which, with impious rites, at the full of the moon, it camo 
out bleeding and with shrieks resembling humancries, Its 
special use was to obtain access to hidden treasures, inas- 
much as no barrier of the most solid rock, or yault 
guarded by demons, or sealed up by the snchanter’s art, 
could resist opening atits magnetic touch, 

Then, again, there was tho terriblo “ Drei,” or Fate, a 
poisonous preparation more insidious and fatal than Aqua 
Lofana, or Manna of St. Nicholas. ‘The secret of its 
manufacture, from the powder of some species of fungus, 
was supposed to be known only to the gipsy tribes, and 
only to the chiefs of them, To develope its deadly 
qualities it required to be administered to the victim in 
some warm drink, so as to bring it into contact with 
living organization, in which it generated mycelium-like 
filaments, producing hectic and slow fever, and other 
symptoms resembling consumption, speedily resulting in 
death ; a few hours after which all trace of its operation 
disappeared. ei2 

The ‘Tartarian Lamb,” Cyathea Barometz, was origi- 
nally described by trayellors when they enlightened the 
credulous, as a sort of huge vegetable excrescence grow- 
ing somewhat in the form of that animal, and believed 
to have tho effect of blasting the earth around it, and, 
like the famous Upas-tree of Jaya, of causing death to 
all living things coming within reach of its pestiferous 
exhalations. ‘This yegotablo monstrosity was supposed 
to exist somewhore in the domains of that mysterious 
potentate of the dark ages, Prester John, whose country 
was indeed a region of signs and wonders. ‘The apples 
of Pyban were thore that fed the raco of pigmies by their 
mere smoll, What a blessed circumstance 1t would be 
could flesh and blood be sustained, in tho presont days of

‘The 
ineffable ‘'lupper” has sung, or somebody else has for 
him, which amounts to nearly the same thing, in his

And, as it happencth not in summer, therefore it cometh in 
winter,

Not inconsistent with the gentle nature of theso rites 
are those performed by rustic Phillis, reddy of cheek, and 
not less so of top-knot, who, when she shells green peas, 
fails not, when finding a pod containing nine, to lay it 
above the lintel of the kitchen door, hoping, and tremb ing 
the whilo, to see the burly form and grinning visage of 
ploughman Hodge enter bodily at the powerful spell, 

In some remote and old-world districts, and there are 
such even in these days of railroads and the penny press, 
superstitions dominate the rustic mind, ever prone to 
such influences, which would astonish dwellers in town. 
‘Chat Fern seed rendersits bearer invisible is still believed ; 
and tho divining red continues an article of faith. The 
Ash, the Rowan, the Witch Elm, and Hazel have yet the 
power of resisting all kinds of assaults from powers of 
evil and imps of darkness, What rustic would venture 
past the old churchyard after dark, or paths haunted by 
tho bargheist, without a protecting sprig of one of these 
trees about his person? or what ‘auld hieland wife” 
would refrain from administering ash-sap to a new-born 
babe, lest it should become a changeling in the cradle, 
Vervain, said to have been first found on Mount Calvary, 
was another plant of soyereign efficacy against evil mis- 
haps from supernatural sources. Heralds in the middle 
uges were also accustomed to crown themselves with this 
herb when declaring war; respecting which thero are 
somo curious lines illustrating a further superstition in 
relation to its use, , 

** Many also use to weare vervain against blasts, and 
when they gather it for this purpose, firste they crosse 
the herb with their hand, and then they blesse it 
thus :— 

‘Hallowed be thou, Vervain, 
As thou growest on the ground, 
For in the Mount of Calvary 
Thero thou wast firste found. 
Thou healedst our Saviour Jesua Christ, 
And staunchedst his bleeding wound ; 
In the name of the Father, Son, and the Holy Ghost, 
I take thee from the ground,’ ”

sovereign remedy for stanching all wounds, except those 
from the chubby archer boy, with cherubimical appurte- 
nances as to the shoulders; and the Botony, gathered in 
August, without the aid of iron, good for man’s body and 
soul, and a potent charm against demons, apparitions, 
und distempered dreams; from which it would appear that 
our Saxon forefathers were not unacquainted with the 
visits of that far from pleasant nocturnal companion, the 
nightmare,

As to the Rose, there are no limita to the allusions made 
tu it by authors of every age. Cleopatra is said to have 
expended £200 in ono night for roses as decorations for 
one of her luxurious suppers. Verros, tho objurgated of 
Cicero, was accustomed to cause himself to be borne on 
litters covered with roses, Tho Pope used to transmit a 
roklen rose as a token of his regard to the most favoured 
Royal sons of the Church: in later times his Holiness hag 
not appeared very profuse in tho disbursement of such 
valuable gifts, either from a scanty supply of the precious 
metal, or from a decline in the deserts of modern poten.
